which 
threatened to 
entagle a 
prominent 
farmer in su ch a manner 
that* he 
wou ld be u nable to ex tricate himself. 
On top of all of the attachment su its, 
Mrs. Catherine Johnson, wife of Jos- 
epr S. Johnson, filed su it against him 
making 
some 
rather 
sensational 
charges. 
The trial has 
nev er been 
heard. It is now said that their dif­ 
ferences hav e been settled, the di­ 
v orce su it will be dismissed by Mrs. 
Johnson and the dov e of peace will 
hov er ov er the Johnson 
hou sehold 
once more. 
The first su it was 
filed 
by the 
Ru shv ille National bank for the pay ­ 
ment of a note for $1350 and all of 
the banks and tru st companies of 
Indianapolis, Miss Grace . Hodges of 
Indianapolis, Lizzie Goldsberry , who 
signed her name to the note and Mrs. 
Catherine Johnson, were made de­ 
fendants with Mr. Johnson in the at­ 
tachment proceedings. 
Soon after 
the filing of the first su it by the local 
bank other creditors 
followed with 
similar su its in 
q u ick 
su ccession, 
William II. Sharer for $17 5, Albert 
B. Norris for $16 5 and attachment 
proceedings by Samu el Kennedy . 
Attorney s employ ed by the plain­ 
tiffs made an attempt then to attach 
all of the Johnson property . 
Grace 
Hodges of Indianapolis, who alleged 
that $29 00 of her money was being 
held by the Indianapolis Tru st com­ 
pany . filed a replev in proceeding in 
the Marion Su perior cou rt 
against 
them and also against the sheriff of 
Marion cou nty , whom she said u n­ 
lawfu lly held 
an au tomobile 
and 
hou sehold goods belonging to 
her. 
The property in the 
possession of 
Grace Hodge was said to be prop­ 
erty of Johnson, and for that reason 
was attached. 
The au tomobile was 
not to be fou nd for a time bu t was 
later discov ered and 
taken by the 
au thorities. 
Since the dismissal of all of the 
su its has been made, it means that 
the property has all been sold and the 
creditors hav e been 
satisfied. 
The 
costs were paid by the plaintiffs. It 
is said that the div orce su it will be 
dismissed by Mrs. Johnson and all 
will be q u iet in the Johnson 
home. 
Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, it will be re­ 
membered, started on a trip to Flori­ 
da last winter and were delay ed in a 
wreck at 
Jacksonv ille, 
Florida, in 
which both of them 
were 
inju red. 
Thev filed su it against the railroad.

Can we j 
imagine a kingdom withou t sickness 
or infirmity or su ffering of any kind? 
Yet tbat is what we ex p ect and shall

x iii, 11-15 , that at the end of this age j 
the dev il will sp ecially deceiv e many 
by bis miracles and signs and ly ing 
wonders. 
Ou r Lord Jesu s said that 
if it were p ossible they wou ld deceiv e 
the v ery elect (Matt, x x iv , 24). so we 
mu st not be deceiv ed by the wonders 
wrou ght by the adv ersary in the name 
of sp iritu alism, Christian Science and 
other false teaching of ou r times. 
These things will continu e and in­ 
crease u ntil the dev il, the strong man 
of v erse 21), shall hav e been bou nd 
and shu t u p in the bottomless p it for 
1,000 y ears (Rev . x x . 1-3). 
The tru th 
of God. ju st as it stands in His word, 
is the only p ower that will set u s free 
from all delu sions (John v iii, 32, 36). 
We are either with Christ or against 
Him, either tau ght by the sp irit of 
God or the dev il (v erses 28 , 30). 
If 
p eop le resist the Holy Sp irit and listen 
to the teaching of demons it is, as 
Jesu s said, imp ossible to escap e the 
damnation of hell (Matt, x x iii, 33). As 
I u nderstand it the u np ardonable sin 
of v erses 31, 32, and I Joliu v , 1G, Is 
the p ersistent tu rning from the Iloly 
Sp irit to the dev il and attribu ting to 
the latter the works of the Sp irit. Lot 
it comfort and encou rage any who 
fear they hav e committed the u np ar­ 
donable sin to remember that the v ery 
fact that they hav e a fear of su ch 
gu ilt Is ev idence that the Holy Sp irit 
^ias not left them, and, howev er far 
they may hav e wandered, if they will 
only tu rn to the Lord the word stands, 
“Him that cometh u nto me I will In 
nowise cast ou t” (John v i, 3T). 
That words are an ev idence of the 
condition of the heart (v erse 34) shou ld 
make u s cov et to hav e the word of 
God dwelling in u s richly in order 
that ou r words may sav or of Christ. 
It wou ld be well to be like Elihu in 
Job x x x ii, 18 -20, and that wou ld be 
the case if ou r ex p erience was that of 
Job x x iii, 12; Jer. x v , 16. 
If we kep t 
v erse 3G of ou r lesson In mind it 
wou ld make u s more carefu l In v iew 
of Rom. x iv , 10, 12. 
In v erse 38 see these blind and fool­ 
ish Pharisees asking for a sign after 
He had already wrou ght in their p res­ 
ence all the signs which the p rop hets 
had said wou ld be done by the Mes­ 
siah. No wonder that lie called them 
an ev il and adu lterou s (idol worship 
ing, 
world 
conformed) 
generation 
(v erse 30), a generation of v ip ers (v erse 
34; x x iii, 33), of their father the dev il 
(John v iii, 44), for He knew them well 
and knew what was in them. 
See in v erses 40, 41, His indorsement 
of the story of Jonah and the great 
fish and Ninev eh and her rep entance, 
and no dou bt He looked onward to the 
time when Israel, cast u p on their 
shores by the nations, wou ld become 
tru ly p enitent at His ap p earance in 
glory and carry Ilis message not to 
one city , bu t to all nations for their 
good. 
See in v erse 42 His Indorse­ 
ment of the story of the q u een of 
Sheba and the wisdom of Solomon, and 
dou btless He looked onward to the 
fu lfillment of Isa. lx . 
Is he- to u s a 
greater than Jonah or Solomon or 
Moses or Aaron? 
Do we say , with 
great gratitu de and gladness, 
“ We 
hav e su ch an High Priest” (Heb. v iii, 
1; v ii, 2G; iv , 15 ), and hav e we as be­ 
liev ers entered into rest? (Heb. iv , 3.) 
Those who p rofess to be His friends 
and y et talk down, the_ things that Ht- 


berfev ed are no friends of nis, bu t 
rather belong to the comp any rep re­ 
sented by the Pharisees of His day . 
Being rejected by the nation, whose 
ru lers had determined to kill Him 
(v erse 14), He is led, by a v isit from 
His mother and His brethren, to de­ 
clare, “Whosoev er shall do the will 
of my Father, which is in heav en, the 
same is my brother and sister and 
mother” (v erse 5 0).

Topic.—Christ’s “ v erilies.” —J ohn v i, 20, 
32, 47 , 53. 
Comment by Rev . Sherman H. 
Doy le, D. D. 
The word “v erily ” has been defined 
by high au thority as “a formu la of as­ 
sev eration or corroboration.” The He­ 
brew word for it is simp ly “amen,” 
the English being a transliteration of 
the Hebrew letters. 
The definition 
abov e refers to its u ses, bu t the word 
“amen” in itself simp ly means ‘tru e,” 
or, as generally u nderstood, “be it so” 
cr “let it be so.” The word was u sed 
in two senses—first, to add imp ressiv e­ 
ness to a doctrine and, second, as a 
litu rgical resp onse to the p ray ers in 
the sy nagogu es, which cu stom still 
p rev ails in some Christian chu rches. 
Bu t “amen” and “v erily ” are the same 
words, thou gh in its u se for emp hasis 
or imp ressiv eness 
it 
is 
translated 
“v erily ,” and as a litu rgical resp onse 
in p ray er it consists simp ly of the 
words transliterated. 
It is u nfortu ­ 
nate that the same word is not u sed 
on all occasions and p referably the 
translation “v erily ” rather than the 
mere transliteration “amen.” There is 
one p ecu liarity of John's gosp el as dis­ 
tingu ished from the others, and that is

hav e “seen” the dou ble emp hasis that 
was not ex p ressed and manifested it 
by two “v erilies.” In Christ's u se of it 
hs a p reface it was for tlie p u rp ose of 
emp hasis au d imp ressiv eness. 
In the v erses selected from the six th 
chap ter of John we hav e fou r illu s­ 
trations of Christ’s “v erilies.” In each 
ease the words is rep eated—“Verily , 
v erily , I say u nto y ou .” 
This u se of 
it was to emp hasize that what He was 
to say was tru e, and we can well, there­ 
fore, stu dy the p rincip les or tru ths u t­ 
tered with this dou ble emp hasis before 
them. 
The occasion u p on which He 
u ttered them was the feeding of the 
5 ,000, or rather the resu lt following 
that su p reme miracle. The p eop le still 
crowded abou t Him the nex t day . and 
their p resence called forth the dis­ 
cou rse in which these v ariou s “v eri­ 
lies” are fou nd. 
The first “v erilies” p refaced the dec­ 
laration that they sou ght Him for a 
false reason and, of cou rse, wou ld not 
be p rofited by it. “Verily , v erily , I say 
u nto y ou , y e seek Me not becau se y e 
saw the miracles, bu t becau se y e did 
eat the loav es and were filled.” They 
had not become His tru e discip les, rec­ 
ognizing in Him the Messiah becau se 
of His miracle, bu t only for their 
p ersou al gain. 
He had fed them, and 
they su p p osed that He wou ld continu e 
to do so by the u se of His miracu lou s 
p ower. Blit they were sadly mistaken 
and 
hav e 
many 
su ccessors 
today . 
Many still seek Christ for the “loav es 
and fishes.” They look u p on Chris­ 
tianity as a means of p ersonal gain 
It is not sp iritu al life that they want, 
bu t the body to be fed or throu gh the 
chu rch to obtain some temp oral bene 
fit which they desire. Bu t, alas, su eb 
p rofessing Christians will some daj 
find their mistake. The chu rch will 
not alway s be a cloak to a scou ndrel, 
nor shou ld it be criticised, bu t con­ 
gratu lated, when one su ch has shown 
his tru e colors. 
In the second “v eri­ 
lies” Christ sets forth His su p eriority 
as the bread of life. The manna was 
giv en by God and not my Moses, and 
lie Himself was the tru e bread ot 
heav en. 
The meaning is sp iritu al, ot 
cou rse. 
As bread is necessary 'to the 
p hy sical life, so Christ is necessary to 
the sp iritu al life. 
Fu rther on lie em­ 
p hasizes the same tru ths p ractically 
by the declarations that “He that be- 
liev eth on me bath ev erlasting life” 
and “Ex cep t y e eat of the flesh of the 
Son of Man and drink of His blood 
(p artake of the benefits of Ilis broken 
i body and shed blood on Calv ary ) y e 
hav e no life in y ou .” These facts are 
tru e, and we as well as Christ shou ld 
emp hasize them.

It was a “righ t p ert” event, 
for May or Gay nor p u t on th e gloves 
with Willie Hearst and called h im 
some awful names. 
Police called in, 
and all th at sort of th ing. Th e toast­ 
master was Nat Wrigh t, an editor of 
Cleveland, Oh io. 
Tie is a broth er of 
Mr. Wrigh t, au ditor of th e I. & C. in 
th e general office-; at Rush ville, and 
quite a big figure in th e newsp ap er 
p ublish ing world. 
I was tu rning in to a banqu et at 
Hotel Astor Satu rday nigh t wh en I 
h eard someone call out my name.

Due Mid­ 
dle West man likes to meet anoth er.

Soon Indiana 
was narrowed down to Rush ville. It 
was migh ty refresh ing to h ear h im 
break ou t: 
“Rush ville!

I sold Frank Early 
th at outfit h e is now using. 
Used to 
call on Mr. and Mrs. 
P h i l Olinger 
often, knew Hugo Seh malzel, Ch ar­ 
ley Moore, Allen Daniels, Norm Nor­ 
ris Joe Demmer, Ch es James and a 
lot of th e boy s. 
Th at's one of th e 
finest barber sh op towns in th e cou n­ 
try for it’s size, etc., etc. 
Having a fine lot of ex p erience, 
alway s intense

enough ch ange about it 
to 
alway s 
keep it refresh ing, so one does not 
lose h is enth usiasm. 
It’s one bu si­ 
ness wh ere y ou do not know wh at 
anoth er sun will bring. 
You rep ort 
fk>r du ty and th en y ou are assigned 
to go out on a story » wh ich for th e 
most p art means th e remainder of 
th e day . 
Often y ou take along an 
artist and p h otograp h er, if th e story 
warrants. 
T h ad th e Wolter mu rder 
story for five day s and it was a most 
atrociou s affair.

Th en I saw h im again last Sat­ 
u rday wh en th ey brou gh t hi$„ body 
h ere and h ad it ly ing in state in a 
Fifth avenue ch urch . 
Hu ndreds of 
p eop le broke into sobs as th ey looked 
down into h is face. 
He su rely was 
much ly beloved h ere. 
Fu nny th ings abou t assignments. 
A brigh t,big,lovely Ap ril day recently 
i p u t on my joy cloth es—and y es, 
Given went so far as to stop at a florist 
and buy a modest wh ite carnation—- 


th en took a long jau nt down Gasoline. 
Way (Fifth avenue) enjoy ing my self 
immensely . 
Th e day before I h ad 
been up to see Mrs. W. Iv. Vanderbilt 
and h er daugh ter, Mrs. Sloane—NOT 
SOCIALLY—and I h ad a p remoni­ 
tion th at I w as going to th e office and 
th ey were going to give me a nice 
p erfu med assignment, 
wh ich 
migh t 
include a tax i ride th rou gh th e p ark 
or along Riverside Drive. I felt if in 
my bones—I migh t say , 
my 
wish 
bones. Wh en I came bru sh ing in th e 
office th ey called me over to th e stu d- 
p oker desk and said: 
“We h ave information from th e p o­ 
lice in Baltimore th at a woman lep er 
h as escap ed th ere and is nowT in New 
York. 
Go out and see if y ou can 
find h er.’ 
Th at’s h ow7 near dreams come true. 
I th ough t abou t trading my carnation 
for a p air of ru bber gloves or a can 
of disinfectant. Only clew 1 h ad w?as 
th at sh e was th e wife of an Italian 
fru it and commission dealer. Turned 
my nose forth with to 
Little 
Italy . 
Th e search was full of incidents, bu t 
I will p ass on and say I fou nd h er. 
Back in a squalid tenement h ouse in 
First avenue th e woman w7as in bed

p h oned a doctor friend and asked h im 
if th ere was any danger of contagion 
in lep rosy and h e informed me th at 
very rarely was th e affliction trans­ 
mitted to anoth er.

from h uman lip s. 
Sh e 
h ad 
been 
afflicted for >ix month s and all th at 
time sh e lived in constant fear of be­ 
ing detected, taken away from h er 
insband, baby and h ome. 
Her face 
and body was covered with marks of 
th e loath esome p lague. Th ere sh e was, 
an object to be sh unned, and almost 
desp ised, by th ose wh o came in con­ 
tact with h er, and above all sh e w a s 
fully conscious th at th ere 
was 
no 
h op e for 
recovery , th at 
sh e 
was 
doomed to die a slow7 death , a tortu re 
« if both mind and body . 
I've seen 
several fellows led off to Sing Sing,

seen th em torn a wav from family and

sometimes a moth er h anging 
on th eir neck refu sing to be sh aken 
off but such scenes seem mild and 
tame, besides th is one.
